service, and repairing lines." says the 
bureau. 
"Telephone 
companies sus- 


tained heavy losses. To repair the 
wreckage created by the sleet storm 
cf last week alone will cost telephone 
companies approximately one million 
dollars. Some of the companies will 
not be able to restore complete serv- 
ice for several weeks. 


"These storms furnish a good illus- 


tration of the necessity of accumulat- 
ing largo reserve funds for such em- 
ergencies. If the utilities had no re- 
serve funds they would 
have no 


money with which to meet the unex- 
pected but always threatening expens- 
es. Rates charged must be sufficient 
to enable companies to build up re- 
s«rve funds.

"keynote"' address at Portland. .Maine,

.The party which is in power most of the 
time .naturally draws to it most of. what is 
bad and vicious. Grafters do not get much 
out of minority parties or out of the op- 
position. 
That is the only reason why 


the Republicans are more besmirched than 
the Democrats. 
There is just as much 


crookedness and iricompetency in one as 
in the other.

.The country will not. however, sub- 


scribe'to Mr..Pepper's opinion, or infer- 
ence, that the investigations are an evil 
thing. Neither" is it apprehensive about 
the effects. 
"When we have Augean sta- 


bles we must clean them out. The rascal- 
ity unearthed has not been exaggerated, 
but its extensiveness may have been. 
There are some thoughtless persons who 
will conclude that everything connected 
with the government at "Washington is 
evil.'and that no,/one can be trusted, 
•whereas of course the, truth is that the 
governmental structure as a -whole is 
eound. and the personnel honest. If we 
had to take the choice of suppressing cor- 
ruption and keeping grafters in office, and 
turning the government over temporarily 
to the so-called radicals, we would choose 
the latter. To choose the former •would 
not only be compounding a crime, but it 
•would invite unlimited dishonesty in pub- 
lic life. There is only one way that scan- 
dalous performances can be stopped, and 
that is by turning on them the light of 
day. 
"We could never trust representa- 


tives who deplore the present investiga- 
tions and who try to alarm the people in 
the hope of prematurely ending them, to 
go after evildoers, break tip their con- 
spiracies and clean house. They are the 
Tcry ones who would keep the house dir- 
ty and perpetuate abuses of power and 
trust. 


"We arc not afraid of the political con- 


sequences of the disclosures at Washing- 
ton. The best way to minimize the effects 
and to prevent extreme reaction is to do 
tic job thoroughly, openly and cour- 
ageously. The investigations, regardless 
of motives which may or may not bo" be- 
hind thorny are a national blessing. They 
•re necessary and should have the support 
of the people.

THE PORTER'S HINT 


Dartmouth college has called a Pull- 


man porter to its rostrum to instruct un- 
dergraduates in the finesse of understand- 
ing human nature—the art of getting 
alongfvith people to one's profit. 


TJhis art is one of which the colleges 


can well afford to give an inkling. Thou- 
sands of graduates otherwise .perfectly 
equipped have a hard row to hoe because 
they have failed in its application. They 
have lacked the simple, primary qualifica- 
tion of common humanity. 
They have 


taken no course in the valuable science 
of getting next to the other fellow—in- 
gratiation. They b-ave not learned that 
to interest one's self in one's neighbor, 
unobtrusively winning gratitude and 
friendliness, is a vital move in the great 
game. 


The Pullman porter knows this because 


he has no other way of making a living 
than by its'direct application. His tips 
are an expression of gratitude. 
They 


may also have come to be an expression of 
a sense of social obligation. But if that 
is so it is because by the perfection of his 
art, the withholding of thanks here and 
alacrity there, the servant has mesmer- 
ized the master. 


OREGON SCHOOL LAW INVALID 
The decision of the United States dis- 


trict court, declaring the Oregon compul- 
sory school law unconstitutional, is not 
only the result which had been expected, 
but it is in harmony with enlightened 
opinion. In factJjSrhe law was approved 
in a referendum vote by scarcely .more 
than half of the citizens of .Oregon, and 
it may be assumed fairly that it would 
have failed had it been submitted to the 
people in a more quiet moment. 


The American public school system is 


the greatest educational plan in the 
world. .To every child it offers facilities 
to acquire knowledge and to be a worthy 
and useful citizen. "While we have im- 
proved the public school system and are 
resolved to perfect it, it has been the na- 
tional policy since the presidency of 
"Washington to foster education in gener- 
al and to encourage the'-establishment and 
conduct of as many schools of all kinds 
as might be had. This^policy has rested' 
on the thought that education is the bul- 
wark, of representative 'government; and 
that private schools are allies of the pub- 
lic schools in stimulating education and 
disseminating patriotism. 


"We cannot have too many schools, or 


'too many colleges, or too many univer- 
sities. All of these institutions, in each 
class, are competitive, and their rivalry 
tends to raise the standard of education in 
the United States. Each strives to excel 
the other, and the advantage goes to the 
youth and to the nation. 


"• It is sufficient for the state and the peo- 


ple to know that the schools which we 
have teach nothing contrary to American 
ideals. The state desires to be certain that 
every child shall hare full opportunity to 
acquire education, and that teaching shall 
be efficient and American. It goes so far 
as to provide facilities itself' to aid par- 
ents and children. Beyond this, it desires 
to leave the decision as 'to education to 
parents. 


The Oregon law is retrogressive, it ex- 


presses a narrowness opposed to public 
opinion, and, as the court holds, is in dis- 
cord to the fourteenth amendment.

THE STRAIGHT EOAD 


Not the curve or corner, the cross road, 


the railroad crossing nor the hill, bnt the 
plain, level stretch of straight highway is 
the scene of most motor accidents. This 
rather surprising conclusion is drawn 
from a careful record kept by state trunk 
line patrolmen and other highway em- 
ployes throughout "Wisconsin during the 
two years 1922 and 1923. 


No less than 68-6 per cent of acci- 


dents in "Wisconsin occurred on the 
straight road. Only 1C per cent oc- 
curred at curve* *nd corners; only 6 per 
cent at railroad crossings; only 4.6 per 
cent at cross roads and 1.2 per cent on 
hills. The significance of these figures is 
that they kill tho old excuses offered for 
careless drivers—poor road markings, no 
warnings, "dead man's curves," blind 
crossings and the like. 


Most of the responsible parties in auto 


accidents perform on a straight stretch. 
Speeding, bright headlights, careless pass- 
ing are the guilty causes; not the surveyor 
and highway engineer. There is nothing 


•'"unavoidable" about it: in fact, the des- 


ignation of "accident" applied to most

THE LIMB SHORTAGE 


One might cat a hearty and very nourishing menl 


of bread and butter, potatoes, meat, tea or coffe. 
cake and candy, and still say truthfully "I'm starv- 
ing1," If by starvation one means deprivation, for 
such a dietary, a fair sample of the dietary of the 
average city .family. Is poor In at least one essen- 
tial food' element, namely calcium (lime). 


But if that same dietary were revised by substi- 


tuting cottage cheese for the meats and peanuts or 
walnuts or almonds for the candy. It would furnish 
an adequate lime ration. And then If one of two 
further touches might be given it, say serving the 
potatoes baked and requiring: the boarders to eat 
all tho potato skins with the\potatoes, and adding 
any one of the green leafy relishes or vegetables, 
why, it would begin to look like a fairly, respectable 
family dietary- For children under 16 of course the 
tea or coffee would have to be excluded and pure 
raw milk included as the beverage. And if you are 
going to serve milk you naturally do not care to 
serve cheese too! so for the ' children the meat 
should1 be retained and meat Includes eggs and fish 
by way of varlty. 
The baby at the breast suffers from Hme depri- 


vation when the mother, perhaps 111 advised, re- 
stricts her diet too much, for fear a proper indul- 
gence in fruits, fresh or green vegetables and other 
articles rich In calcium may "upset" the digestion 
of the baby. 
The baby on the bottle spffers from lime depriva- 


tion when some preparation Is substituted for pure 
fresh cow's or goat's milk in the bottle. 
/ 
The unborn child suffers from lime deprivation 
vhen the prospective mother Is denied a liberal 
variety of fresh fruit .and vegetables In her diet. 


White bread is entirely too poor in lime, and for 


that matter so is the undenaturalized" wheat, to per- 
mit of calling this very nourishing article a com- 
plete food. It Is no more nourishing and little more 
complete than molasses or candy. Some people use 
lime water in making bread—not a bad compromise. 
Whole wheat flour hasn't the good keeping quali- 
ties of white flour, and so it Is harder to get even If 
you can learn to like It. 
Both wheat and meat are comparatively poor In 


calcium. Oatmeal is the only cereal food which 
supplies a. considerable amount of calcium as or- 
dinarily consumed by the American people. Wheat, 
as it comes from the thresher contains about two- 
thirds as much calcium as ordinary, oatmeal does. 
If people would only learn that plain wheat Is an 
excellent breakfast cereal when cooked long enough, 
and a. wholesome article to chew and eat In the raw 
if one likes It. 
Instead of eating so much meat—and the govern- 


ment statistics show that most of the meat , con- 
sumed in the United States now is hog: meat—It 
would be well to make more frequent use of eggs, 
(the yelks of which are rich in calcium), all varieties 
of cheese (this Is the richest of all foods in calcium) 
and milk. A quart of milk a day furnishes all the 
calcium and Infant or a growing child' requires. A 
quart of milk contains more lime than a quart of 
clear Hme water.

There aro few dishes more refresh- 


Ing to the eight and to tho appetite 
than a tasty salad served, chilled until 
greens are crisp, and daintily Rfirnlsh- 
ed. From tho standpoint of health wo 
should consider salads as an all year 
dish. 
Because of their refreshing quality 


and because of the minerals and vita- 
mines contained, salads should become- 
a part of every day's menu. Emin- 
ent nutrition specialist* advocate a 
salad at least wice a day. 


Salads were first served by tn» 


Greeks and Romans at the beginning 
of a meat to create an appetite. At a 
later date salads appeared to tho end 
of the heavier part of the meal to 
bring back or sharpen tho appetite to 
greater enjoyment of the dessert. 


Although served 
upon 
American 


tables for a comparatively few years, 
their popularity has Increased dally. 
Green plants such as lettuce, celery 
and cress, are the salad plants—cab- 
bage, too has become popular In this 
guise. And. although not conspicu- 
ous for their nutriment, turnip tops, 
dandelions, and even mustard may be 
considered. They 
contain valuable 


mineral substances, are slightly cool- 
ing, stimulating to the appetite and 
give food value. 


In experimenting with the effect of 


certain diets on young animals, it has 
been found, there are vital principles 
In leaves which are not found In roots 
and seeds.' These life-giving sub- 
stances are called "Vitamines." Some 
scientists refer to them as "protective 
foods." 


Aside from the mineral and protec- 


tive value of such greens, they have 
little value, as they ..contain vory lit- 
tle of the solid substance found In 
seeds, and roots. 
The majority of 


salad plants are nine-tenths water and 
In order to make them a more com- 
plete, "all-round" food, we find that 
by combining them with foods contain- 
ing other food principles, the greens 
fill an essential place in the dietary. 


In various salad combination*, one 


can see how one material provides 
protein, another fat. and the salad 
plant Itself 
yielding minerals and 


water,—There being no carbohydrates 
or starch In this combination, we 
serve crackers or a sandwich to com- 
plete the dish.
